Recent Research on Fertility 
Chairman: Joseph Schachter, National Office of Vital Statistics 


Expected Births Compared with Actual Births Among 
White Wives, 1955-1960, in the United States 











Comparisons were made betweenthe number of births wives said 
in 1955 they would have in 1955-1960 and the number of births similar 
womenactus’ y hadin thisfive-year period. All data are from the 1955 
and 1960 nat.onal studies of the Growthof American Families. The com- 
parisons indicate that, on the whole, the 1955 sample made highly accu- 
rate estimates of the aggregate number of births they would have. In 
addition, there is close agreement between the percentages of women 
reporting 1955-1960 expectations of 0, 1, 2,3, and 4 or more babies and 
the percentages actually having these numbers. 


The important differences between expected and actual births 
were: (1) the number of actual births in 1955-1960 was smaller than the 
number expected among wives who had borne no children by 1955 and who 
had more than a grade school education or were users of contraception; 
(2) the actual number of births in 1955-1960 exceeded the number expect- 
ed among wives who had borne four or more children by 1955, and wives 
who had not used contraceptionby 1955. Religion did not appear to be a 
significant variable in ability to predict future fertility. 


This study supports the optimistic view that aggregate birth ex- 
pectation data for the general population have a high degree of validity. 
This kind of information can improve the accuracy and usefulness of 
population projections. —Richard F. Tomasson, Pascal K. Whelpton, 
and Arthur A. Campbell, Scripps Foundation for Research in Popula- 
tion Problems. 


The Family Planning Attitudes of Negro Women in Chicago 








This paper reports the firstresults of a program of researchon 
"High Fertility Populations" being conducted at the Population Research 
and Training Center under a grantfrom the Rockefeller Foundation. The 
first experiment" in this program has been to insert a few less sensi- 
tive fertility questions in a survey being conducted in Chicago. There- 
sults for Negro female respondents, ever married, are reported here. 
The respondents were subdivided into six education-fertility (number of 
children ever born) classes. It was found that better educated Negro 
women subscribed almost like their white counterparts to questions con- 
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cerning fertility: they wanted smallfamilies, moderately late marriage, 
a substantial interval between children, and a cessation of childbearing 
in their early thirties. The size of total family desired was as small 
as that reported by whites in studies by Freedman, et. al. Women with 
less education were less unanimous in their support of small families, 
but showed much more positive attitudes in this direction thantheir ac- 
tualfertility behavior would lead one to suspect. Women whohad borne 
many children tended to favor small families, perhaps in retrospect. 


These results demonstrate an impressive gulf between stated 
attitudes toward fertility and actual fertility behavior. Further studies 
will attempt to explore the significance of this. Data already available 
suggest that high Negro fertility is not desired, but is a function of un- 
wanted pregnancies. A very substantial proportion of women who strong- 
ly favored family planning had never tried touse any appliance or other 
systematic method of fertility control. This poses some important prob- 
lems for future study. 


It is suggested that indigenous research projects to study the mo- 
tivation and communication variables in high fertility, withexperiments 
to attempt to induce change in fertility behavior, might provide highly 
useful scientific findings. — Donald J. Bogue, University of Chicago. 


Preliminary Reports of the Second Phase of the Family Growth 
in Metropolitan America Study 














1. After abrief statement of the nature of the study, the current 
analyses of data collected from the second round of interviews with the 
same women are described. The general objectives are to determine 
how well we can predict the occurrence of the third pregnancy and iso- 
late the factors that might be operating at this parity which may not re- 
late inthe same way at other stages of the family-building process. The 
following additional subjects are being investigated: the reliability of 
survey dataon family planning; the effects of coitalfrequency and wom- 
en's knowledge of the ovulatory cycle on rates of conception and effec- 
tiveness of contraception; the effects onfertility of education inthe Cath- 
olic school system; the effects of the 1958 recession, which occurred be- 
tween interviews; and in addition all of the other variables included in 
the first phase of the study, such as socio-economic status, various as- 
pects of family structure, social mobility, and personality. 


This particular paper concentrates on the validity of statements 
about family~-size preferences. The association between number of chil- 
dren desired as expressed six months after the birth of the second child 
and the number of subsequent pregnancies by the end of three years is 
analyzed in the context of religion. The generalizaticnemerges that de- 
sired family size is a much more critical variable for understanding 
fertility at this stage than are differences inthe practice of contracep- 
tion. — Charles F. Westoff and Robert G. Potter, Jr., Princeton Uni- 
versity and New York University. 


2. The inclusive notion of method acceptability has been used as an 
explanation of variation inwillingness to use contraception, the regular - 
ity with whichcontraception is used, and the effectiveness of contracep- 
tion in preventing pregnancy. With the additional assumption that var- 
iation in method acceptability is related to differential motivations to 
limit numbers and control spacing, two hypotheses are advanced. (1) 
As the number of children individual couples desire is approached or 
achieved in practice, the proportion of those attemptingfertility control 
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increases. (2) The success with which fertility is controlled improves 
as fertility approaches the number of children desired. 


These hypotheses are supported strongly by data selected from 
both the first and the second phase of the Study of the Future Fertility 
of Two-Child Couples. The population is defined as white, once-married 
wives living with their husbands inone of the seven largest metropolitan 
areas of the United States, who had had their second live birth in Sep- 
tember 1956. Wives with more than one miscarriage or with a still- 
birth were excluded. 


Several implications of these relationships are advanced, re- 
garding the use effectiveness of rhythm and other techniques, differ- 
erences in reported efficacies among methods, the significance of chance- 
taking or occasional non-use, and the relation between failure rates 
among sophisticated and among less sophisticated populations.— P. C.

Urban-Rural Migration and Differentials

Negro Family Structure in Rural and Urban Areas 
of North Carolina 








In the summer of 1960 the Institute for Research in Social Sci- 
ence of the University of North Carolina conducted approximately 1200 
interviews with Negroes and whites in selected rural and urban areas 
of NorthCarolinain a study of interviewer-respondent interaction. Ne- 
gro and white interviewers were used, and significant differences in many 
responses were found depending upon whether the interviewer was Ne- 
gro or white, particularly when the respondent was a rural Negro. The 
responses to questions that showed major differences by color of inter- 
viewer are not among the databeing used in this paper; therefore, color 
of interviewer has been ignored. 


In summary, it is found that the percentage of households with 
female heads, the ages of heads of households, and the size of household, 
all support the ideaof matriarchalfamilies as atype among Negroes in 
urban areas. Little evidence is found for the matriarchal Negro family 
in rural areas. 


The relatively low proportion of school-age children not in school 
inrural Negro families with female heads would indicate relatively more 
striving for upward mobility in this group than in Negrofamilies with 
male heads. 


Negro families tended to cover a greater span in generations than 
white families, and rural Negro families were much more concentrated 
in the three- and four-generation group than their urban counterparts. 
Negrofamilies have many more relatives living with them than do white 
families, but in bothcases the relatives are more likely to bethe wife's. 
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In the Negro families, however, significantly more of the relatives are 
the husband's, than among white families. — Daniel O. Price, University 
of North Carolina. 


Net Migration from the Farm Population, 1950-1960 








Preliminary estimates indicate that during the 1950-1960 dec- 
ade the farm population alive in 1950 and surviving to 1960 lost over 7 
million by net migration fromfarms. This movement yields a net out- 
migration rate of 32 per 100 eligible persons, a rate close to the 31 
per 100 during the 1940's. Movement from farms was the source of 
more than a fifth of the growth in nonfarm population during the 1950- 
1960 decade. 


Migrants fromthefarms consist largely of young people. In both 
the 1940's and 1950's, the proportionin the numbers lost was three per- 
sons under 30 at the beginning of the decade for every older person. 
Young farm people are subject to migration particularly as they reach 
the late teens and early twenties. In the 1950's there occurred a net 
loss of over 3 millionpersons aged 10-19 at the beginning of the decade. 
An additional 1.4 million in the group under 10, who reached age 19 by 
the end of the decade, left for nonfarm areas. 


Young women tended to leave farms earlier than young men, but 
rates for the whole group aged 5-24 at the beginning of the decade were 
the same for males and females. 


Fifty-five per cent of the net loss through migration occurred in 
the South, and 30 percentin the North Central States. The remaining 15 
percent was shared about equally by the other two regions. Rates of 30 
percent or more occurred inall regions except the West, where the rate 
was 25 percent. Ratesfor young people were highest in the South; among 
the group aged 60 and over rates were highest inthe Northeast and West.

Some Conclusions on Migratory Streams 





from a Study of the Southern Appalachians 








In the Southern Appalachians migration in various directions in 
the 1935-1940 period was remarkably similar to that of the correspond- 
ing streams in 1949-1950. The following observations concern the 1949- 
1950 data. Each migrationcurrent was accompanied by acounter-cur- 
rent, in which the proportions of migrants going in opposite directions 
matched almost identically. Gross numbers of outmigrants, however, 
were slightly greater than inmigrants. Although more people left the 
Appalachians than returned, the returning currents approximated the 
outgoing ones. Most migrationwithin the regionwas local and for short 
distances. Migrants going in other than local moves went only in se- 
lected directions, on which state boundaries had an important effect. 
Residents of a given area more often moved within their state than to 
neighboring states, even when the area had common boundaries with 
those states. 


The various migration currents are classified intosystems. The 
criteria used in developing the systems include: the relative volume of 
migration, direction of migration, and proximity to the area of destina- 
tion. With these criteria seven systems were isolated. Migrants from 
the western side of the region tended to go to the East North Central 
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States, whereas those inthe northeastern part went to the District of Co- 
lumbia, Maryland, and Virginia. Alabama migrants tended to go else- 
where in Alabama, and, similarly, those in Georgia, North Carolina, and 
West Virginia tended to go to other locations in their own states. Sig- 
nificant proportions of Georgia and Virginia migrants went to Tennes- 
see. The analysis shows that the Southern Appalachians cannot be re- 
garded as the homogeneous region it is sometimes considered to be. 
Parts of the "region" are closely tied to non-Appalachian areas in one 
of the most crucial ways: they send their people there. —George A.

Refugees in the Labor Force of West Germany 





West Germany, today, is the home of 13,000,000 refugees, a quar- 
ter of the total population. Of these, over 9,000,000 are expellees from 
the German lands east of the Oder-Neisse and the many foreign coun- 
tries from which German minorities were expelled. Further crowding 
an already densely populated land, they have proved not the unbearable 
burden they were first thought, but an unexpected asset. Forced out of 
agriculture, retail trade, and handwork, and housed in makeshift accom- 
modations, they responded eager1y to the need for thousands of new work- 
ers inmanufacturing. Without them neither the speed nor the magnitude 
of the "economic miracle" would have been possible. Ironically, the 
country that cried for Lebensraum for its crowded people has found in 
recent years that its crucial need was for human rather than natural 
resources. —Everett S. Lee, University of Pennsylvania. 





Growth Trends in Latin American Populations 





Rapid increase and extensive internal migration characterize 
most of the region below the Rio Grande, including the Caribbean is- 
lands. In actuality it lacks the homogeneity perhaps suggested by the 
term Latin America. Of the 205 millions (1960 estimate) within the re- 
gion, approximately 65 millions (32%) speak Portuguese; 115 (56%), Span- 
ish; 3.8 (1.9%), English; 4.8(2.4%), French; 6.5(3.2%), Indien dialects. 


Average annual increment for the region is estimated at 2.4 or 
2.5 percent. Youthfulness of populations (30-45 percent under 15 years), 
and continuing mortality declines, point to accelerated growth in the dec- 
ades ahead. Projections on medium assumptions suggest 330-340 mil- 
lion by 1980. 


Between 1946 and 1954 practically all reporting units took cen- 
suses. Advances in registration of vital events are evident, but allow- 
ance should be made for non-comparability. Nevertheless, certainfacts 
stand out. The region's estimated 89 million in 1920 became 129.8 by 
1940, an increase of 45 percent. Between 1940 and 1960, increment ap- 
proximated 58 percent. Estimated annual growth rates in South Amer- 
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ica range from 1.3 in Uruguay to 3.0 in Venezuela; in the West Indies 
Federation (10 reporting units), growth rates average 2.2 percent, and 
in other islands range from 1.2 in Haiti to 3.0 in the Dominican Repub- 
lic. 


Movement from smaller to larger Caribbeanislands is common, 
though not always recorded, and many migrate to Europe or mainland 
America. Internal migration is animportant factor. Urbanization pro- 
ceeds rapidly in at least half the countries, with concentration largely 
in capital cities. Four independent countries now have 25 percent or 
more of their populations in the capital (Argentina, Chile, Uruguay, Cu- 
ba), and 15 dependent units have the same. At least five South Ameri- 
cancountries and Mexico are appreciably over 50 percent urban; others 
are near that mark. 


From vital data available, two things stand out: (1) crude birth 
rates exceed appreciably those of Western Europe and Northern Amer- 
ica, ranging from perhaps 20 in Uruguay to45 or more inCentral Amer- 
ica; (2) mortality is moderate and/or declining, with infant mortality 
(adjusted) below 100 in most reporting units, and crude death rates com- 
monly below 20. Problems of registration stem in part from illiteracy 
and inaccessibility, in part from inadequate reporting systems. 


“Improved analysis of Latin American trends awaits: (1) greater 
reliability and coverage infuture censuses; (2) continuing development of 
intercensal surveys and estimates; (3) increased attention to age-spe- 
cific data andrates; (4) better registration of births, deaths, marriages, 
with enforcement of same. There is also great need for prompt pub- 
lication of economic data reflecting income levels and living conditions, 
as well as of accurate information about social characteristics, par- 
ticularly educational achievement and literacy. Regional social prog- 
ress presupposes ready access to such relevant facts. — William J. 
Gibbons, S. J., Fordham University. 


Family Planning in Asia 





From previous acquaintance and recent visits to Japan, the Phil- 
ippines, Taiwan, Hong Kong, Singapore, Indonesia, Thailand, Ceylon, In- 
dia, and Pakistan, the author reports impressions and judgments about 
the evolution in attitudes and action toward fertility control in these coun- 
tries. Japanalone has succeeded inreducing its birth rate. Elsewhere 
population growth rates have not declined from the high levels produced 
by lowered mortality, and census reports continue to exceed predictions. 
However, there is growing awareness that rapid population increase 
threatens levels of living and economic development. India and Pakis- 
tan are pursuing vigorous family-planning programs. Even where op- 
position to action is strongest, as in the Philippines, there is anew will- 
ingness to study the situation. The first steps in creating sentiment in 
favor of birth control and instimulating governments to action have usu~ 
ally been taken by private family~planning associations, but their activ- 
ities are of limited scope and inadequately financed. The role of com- 
munication media in popularizing family planning, and of health and med- 
ical services in providing means, are considered. The various contra- 
ceptive methods — coitus interruptus, rhythm, condoms and diaphragms, 





jellies, creams and foam tablets, oral pills and immunizing agents — are 
compared in acceptability and effectiveness. Abortions, which effected 
the reduction in Japan's birth rate, would be unacceptable elsewhere, 
and in Japan itself attempts are being made to substitute less harsh 
methods. Sterilization, officially encouraged in India and Pakistan, may 
































contribute significantly to fertility control in those countries. The ex- 
perience of the West, where fertility has declined without official action 
under the influence of social-economic changes, should not be taken as 
a basis either for pessimism about direct efforts to control fertility in 
Asia, or optimism that birth rates will automatically decline as modern 
technological development progresses. The author believes that optim- 
ism is justified by the development of programs of fertility control now 
going forward. — Marshall C. Balfour, Population Council.

Emigration and Depopulation: 
Some Neglected Aspects of Population Geography 








Considered interms of the movement of people, there are three 
different kinds of places in the world: those that people stay in, those 
they move to, and those they leave behind them. The firsttwo types are 
familiar to almost everyone: we live in them. But what about the places 
that people leave? Althoughthe ''Town That Has Gone Downhill", vividly 
described by Goldthwait a generation ago, is the prototype of countless 
communities, the effects of emigration and depopulation in general are 
little known. 


The phenomenon of populationdecline is widespread incommun- 
ities throughout the world; owing to migration, instances of local and 
regional decline naturally accompany a general increase in population. 
Varieties of emigration are surveyed interms of the spatial and social 
range, the historical epoch, the duration, and the intensity of the popula- 
tion shifts involved. Case studies of Montserrat, West Indies, and of 
Ithaca, Greece, are used to illustrate the impact of emigration and de- 
population on the social, economic, and political life and ideological com- 
mitments of those who remain behind, the relationships between emi- 
grants andtheir homelands, and the finalfate of such decimated and di- 
minished communities inthe modern world. — David Lowenthal, Amer- 
ican Geographical Society, and Lambros Comitas, Columbia University. 


Geographic Patterns of Change in the Rural Population 
of the United States, 1790-1960 











Changes inthe rural populationof each United States county from 
its first Census enumeration through 1960 have been analyzed. The im- 
mediate aim was todetect such temporal and geographical configurations 
as may exist, and the ultimate purpose was to relate these toother geo- 
graphical and historical patterns, thus enriching our insight into our total 
historical geography. 


Four serious technical problems, confronted and only partially 
solved in this study, necessitate rather qualified acceptance of the re- 
sults. The problems are: the arbitrary, unrealistic official definition 
of rural population; the major revision ofthis definition in 1950; numer- 
ous changes in county boundaries; and the absence of any meaningful, 
consistent subdivision of aggregate rural population into its disparate 
components. Nevertheless, preliminary analysis of the statistics re- 
veals major, geographically significant differences in the dates when

counties attained their maximum rural populations, and progressively 
later dates of outward movement from the national socio-economic core 
along an axis reaching from southern New England to eastern Iowa. 


Five distinct temporal phases were found inthe rural "life cycle" 
of the county. The great majority of the counties have achieved the third 
stage; only the most economically advanced have reached the fourth and 
fifth. Five major types of rural population change were noted in exam- 
ining the time series. Despite some ambiguity in the locational signifi- 
cance of these types and a few striking anomalies, they seem to relate 
to some major geographic and socio-economic factors. It is hoped that 
more detailed statistical and cartographic analysis will elucidate the na- 
ture of these interrelations. — Wilbur Zelinsky, Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity. 


Some Components of Population Distribution 
in the Middle West in 1950 








This is a progress report on an attempt at quantitative descrip- 
tion of the distribution of population in ablock of nine states inthe Mid- 
dle West, based on 1950 Census data. 


Variations in population density in this area apparently result 
from the superimpositionof two different patterns of distribution. One 
pattern, which has considerable regional uniformity, is essentially the 
distribution of the farm population, whose variations are predominantly 
the result of variations in farm size and in the size of farm families. 


Superimposed upon this patternof regional uniformity is a point- 
oriented pattern, which is essentially the distribution of the urban and 
rural nonfarm population. The pattern of distribution of the point-ori- 
ented population is likened to the distribution of scattered sand piles 
of varying size. The density and extent of the population around each 
city are crudely proportional to the size of the city's population, just as 
the diameter of the sand pile is proportional to its height. It is sug- 
gested that anunderstanding of variations inthe distribution of the point- 
oriented population will be based uponbetter knowledge of the rank-size 
hierarchy of urban centers. —John Fraser Hart, Indiana University. 


What Is Urban? 


Populationdensities inurban areas, as reported by the 1960 Cen- 
sus of Population, declined from 3,950 persons per square mile in 1950 
to 3,761 in 1960. Thedecline is more pronounced inurbanized area sec- 
tors, which account for 76 per cent of the urban population, than in non- 
urbanized sectors. Some of the change is due to alterations in the rules 
under which areas are judged to be urban, but annexations and new in- 
corporations also contributed to the decline. 
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The 1960 rules, especially those applied to urbanized areas, re- 
sulted in the listing of twenty-four metropolitan central cities which 
proved to have populationdensities of less than 2,000 persons per square 
mile and six centralcities withless than 1,000 persons per sauare mile. 
In 1950 there were only six withdensities of less than 2,000 and one with 
less than 1,000. The average density for all central cities fell from 
7,786 in 1950 to 5,382 in 1960. 


Incorporated places in the outlying part of urbanized areas show 
a marked degree of territorial change due to annexation and new incor- 
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poration. In many outlying incorporated places there is now consider- 
ably more area thanthat which isbuilt-up. Incorporated places of 5,000 
to 10,000 population had a density of 1,933, and those with 2,500 to 5,0U0 
had a density of 1,460 per square mile. In addition, the qualification of 
towns and townships as urbanby special rule sometimes resulted in no- 
table extension of the urban classification to sparsely occupied terri- 
tory. 


Unincorporated parts of urbanized areas classed as urban in1960 
also expanded. In partof the Washington, D. C., urbanized area perhaps 
as much as one-fifth of the unincorporated area added to the 1950 base 
qualified as urbaneither by reason of a change inthe threshold popula- 
tion density or because of the need for a link totie together parts of an 
urbanized area. 


Nearly seventy percent of the nation's populationis now classed 
as urban, and there is little prospect that this class will be made less 
inclusive. Subdivisionof the class will allow asharper view of its var- 
ious parts. Demographers, geographers, and others interested inurban 
population may find that the following subdivisions of the urbanclass are 
helpful. The subdivisions are: Consolidations, Metropolises, Central 
Places, Outlying Places, Towns and Suburbs. — Vincent M. Throop, U.S.

Marriage Rates Computed Jointly for Men and Women 





The problem of this paper is the incompatibility of male and fe- 
male nuptiality functions as customarily computed. This incompatibility 
is the source of differences between intrinsic rates of natural increase 
computed separately from male and from female functions of fertility 
and mortality. The obvious way to resolve apparent differences be- 
tween the marriages indicated by male nuptiality and those indicated by 
female nuptiality is the table of marriages ina period, jointly distributed 
by age of husband and by age of wife. Tables of this type are required 
for four kinds of marriage by previous marital status of the spouses 
(first for both, first for husband only, first for wife only, and first for 
neither), because male and female marriage equality is necessary within 
each table, in any model. 


To obtain the desired result, the writer has devised a bisexual 
marriage rate, which is the numbers of marriages for a particular age 
of husband and age of wife, divided by the sum of the numbers of males 
and females in the ages concerned who are exposed tothat kind of mar- 
riage. Recursionformulae are provided to permit determination of the 
distribution of the unmarried populationby age and sex which is implicit 
in such fixed bisexual marriage rates. The calculation process is tedious 
enoughto suggest computer programming. Thisis not considered worth 
the effort, however, because removal of the source of incompatibility, 
sex-age maldistribution, would be highly likely tolead to changes in the 
rates calculated as described. Thus, while thereis provided inthis pa- 
per a way of resolving the theoretical difficulty of different male and fe- 
male stable population models, the solution does not seem to provide an 
equivalent improvement in research design. — Norman B. Ryder, Uni 
versity of Wisconsin. 
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Census Research on a New Socioeconomic Index 





In view of the growing interest in the relationship between socio- 
economic status and the processes of population change, staff members 
at the Bureau of the Census are engaged inresearchon the development 
of a socioeconomic index that would be derivable from the censuses and 
surveys carried out periodically by the Bureau. 


The general scheme, which incorporates features of existing 
schemes into a census framework, includes a basic index of socioeco- 
nomic status (SES), which is the average of scores on occupation, edu- 
cation, and family income. These measures are obtained separately for 
the chief income recipient in each family and for unrelated individuals; 
other family members are assigned the score of the chief income re- 
cipient. A supplementary index measures the status component type 
(SCT), or the patternof scores on the three componentitems. This lat- 
ter index will enable one to tell, for example, whether a person with an 
intermediate SES score has such a score because he is intermediate on 
all three component items, or because he ranks, for instance, high on 
education, intermediate on occupation, and low on income. 


Experimental work, based on the March 1959 Current Population 
Survey, is now in progress at the Bureau, and plans are currently being 
made to present tabulations of these two status measures by various pop- 
ulation characteristics in conjunction withthe 1960 Census. It isfelt that 
the application of this two-fold measure will greatly increase the ability 
of the analyst both todifferentiate status levels offamilies and individ- 
uals, and to explain status relationships and deviations from observed 
relationships more completely. — Charles B. Nam and Edward G. Stock- 
well, Bureau of the Census. 


Occupational Components of Educational Differences in Income 





The relationship between income and education, with occupation 
held constant, can be ascertained indirectly from incompletely cross- 
tabulated data, making use of formulas involved in the analysis of co- 
variance. The formulas take a particularly simple form when income 
and education are treated asbinomial variables. The algebra isclosely 
related to that involved in formulas for "ecological correlation.'' The 
partial relationship obtained is an "average" result, in much the same 
sense as is the partial obtained from conventional formulas involving 
Pearson correlations. If, however, the analyst is justified in assuming 
that the average partial relationship holds (approximately) within each 
occupation group, he cansecure estimates of the frequencies in across- 
tabulation of income by educationby occupation. Comparisonwith known 
data indicates that suchestimates are reasonably good for the problem 
at hand. 


Analysis of 1950 census data by this method indicates that the 
between-occupation component of the difference in income level between 
categories of educational attainment is substantial. For example, the 
proportion of males with incomes of $3,000 or more is 0.472 for high 
school graduates and 0.231 for men with lesser amounts of education. 
The difference, 0.241, can be expressed as the sum of the within-occu- 
pation component, 0.064, and the between-occupation component, 0.176, 
using the detailed occupation classification. In the light of such results 
and on the basis of the typical temporal relationships among the vari- 
ables, it seems reasonable to regard occupation as an important vari- 
able in the translation of educational advantage into income advantage. 
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The present study, then, offers findings pertinent to the interpretation 
of results published by Paul C. Glick and Herman P. Miller, who have 
emphasized the relationship of income toeducation. —Otis Dudley Dur 
can, University of Chicago.

Race as a Factor in Metropolitan Growth Rates: 1930-1960 





This paper investigates the growth patterns of greater Detroit 
and other large Standard Metropolitan Statistical Areas. Changes inthe 
size of the central city andthe ring are charted over the lastthirty years. 
Throughout the study, the patterns of growth and decline are analyzed 
separately by race. 


The twelve largest communities in the United States have been 
following aremarkably similar patternof population growth and distri- 
bution. The SMSA's have been increasing in size, but only because the 
rings are growing very rapidly while the central cities, generally, are 
losing population. Since 1930, the nonwhite population has expanded 
greatly in every one of the twelvecentral cities. At the same time, the 
white populationof these cities (withthe exception of Los Angeles-Long 
Beach) has remained relatively stable or has substantially declined. 


The flow to the rings seems to have been gaining momentum since 
1930, but the proportion of whites in the rings has experienced little 
change. Data from metropolitan Detroit indicate that both whites and 
nonwhites are leaving the very heart of the city. The white population 
is failing to maintain its numbers inthe middle sections of the city also, 
while nonwhites are accumulating here inconsiderable numbers. Cur- 
rently, only the outer areas of the city of Detroit are adding to their 
white population. That part of the Detroit ring adjacent to the central 
city is the fastest growing section of the entirecommunity. In absolute 
numbers, almost allof the total increase in thering is the result of ad- 
ditions to the white population. Some explanations and implications of 
these growth patterns are presented. — Harry Sharp, University of Mich- 
igan. 


Characteristics of Mobile and Non-Mobile Suburban Families 








The focus of this paper is upon demographic and social charac- 
teristics of suburban families differentially involved in physical mo- 
bility. Physical mobility is defined in terms of locality changes in the 
residence of the family and in the academic setting of the child, and it 
is conceptualized as a process of family development. The character- 
istics examined reflect family concerns with regard to child-rearing, 
the home setting, and family social status. 


The 706 families in the sample each had at least one child in the 
8-9 year age range, in the third grade of a public school in one of thirty 
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classrooms. The data were collected as part of a home interview with 
the mother. The information whichforms the basis for the present study 
was collected at twopoints in time. The dataconcerning the character- 
istics of the mobile and the non-mobile families were collected at the time 
of the initiation of the evaluation study, before any mobility occurred. 
The data concerning the physical mobility status of the families were col- 
lected one year after these baseline measures. Thus, the particular fo- 
cus of this study is upondemographic and social characteristics of fam- 
ilies which might be preconditions of physical mobility. 


The findings concerning extent of mobility indicate that there is 
considerable intra~community residential and school movement among 
the suburban population. Most of the movement involves concomitant 
changes in the residence of the family and the school setting of the child. 
However, there is a substantial population, approximately one-third of 
the physically mobile group, which participates in school mobility only. 


The findings concerning the characteristics of the physical mo- 
bility types indicate that they differ with respect to conditions for child- 
rearing, the home setting, and family social status. These character- 
istics of the families and the consequent mobility are interpreted in re- 
lationto stages of the family-life cycle. — Mildred B. Kantor, St. Louis 
County Health Department and Washington University. 


The Growth of Metropolitan Suburbs, 1950-1960 





In this study, "suburbs" are represented by metropolitan "rings" 


—i.e., those parts of the 212 Standard Metropolitan Statistical Areas 
that lie outside the central cities. Population changes in centers and 
suburban rings between 1950 and 1960 are examined by means of three 
different measures. 


One problem that has always proved embarrassing insuch com- 
parisons has been the possibility of boundary changes. In particular, 
annexations by central cities are likely to overstate their growth, and to 
understate the growthof outlyingrings. Fortunately, the 1960 Census of 
Population yields datathat permit acorrectionfor thisfactor. The 1960 
populations residing in the 1950 areas are shown for all incorporated 
places having 2,500 or more inhabitants in 1950. For the first time, 
then, we are able to take account of the effect of annexation, and we can 
see the actual extent to which the expansion of city boundaries tends to 
mask the amount of "decentralization" or 'suburbanization" that has been 
taking place. 


Considering the nationas a whole, the uncorrected data show that 
rings grew aboutfour and ahalftimesas fast asthe cities they surround, 
and that these outlying parts of SMSA's captured just over three-fourths 
of the total increase going to metropolitan areas. When corrected for 
annexations by central cities, however, the data reveal that the rings 
grew over forty times as fast as the cities as bounded in 1950, and that 
the suburban rings captured almost 97 per cent of the total metropoli- 
tan increase. Before annexation was taken into account, 64 SMSA's ap- 
peared tohave been "centralizing", but this number was reduced to eight 
when city boundaries were heldconstant. — Leo F. Schnore, University 
of Wisconsin.

Some Results of the 1960 Census of the United States 





Despite the existence of the Current PopulationSurvey and reg- 
ular population estimates, the 1960 Census of Population has provided 
a few surprises at the national level. The proportionof large cities that 
had actually lost population and the extent of the population growth inthe 
outlying parts of metropolitan areas had not beenfully realized. The in- 
corporated urban places of 1950 annexed territory containing 8.8 mil- 
lion persons at the end of the decade. Without annexations, the central 
cities of standard metropolitan statistical areas would have had virtu- 
ally no population increase. 


While the rural population was decreasing slightly, the urban pop- 
ulation increased by 30 per cent. The urban territory of 1950 may have 
had anet outmigration, however. Inadecade when the nation experienced 
its highest rate of growth since the decade 1900-1910, 6 per cent of the 
States, 16 per cent of the economic subregions, and about half of the 
counties lost population. Geographic patterns of growth were very sim- 
ilar to those in the last decade. 


The increased proportion of Negroes in the total population was 
less striking than the redistribution of this ethnic group, as the result 
of continued migration out of the Southand fromfarmsto bigcities. The 
percentage of Negroes in the nation's 25 largest cities increased by 5.8 
points butthat intheir metropolitan areas went up only 1.5 points, on the 
average. 


Over the decade there were increases of 25 per cent or more at 
ages below 15 and above 65, but decreases in the age range from 20 to 
30. The slight decline in median age was the first in our history. The 
drop in the average population per household, from 3.42 to 3.29, is in 
line with the historic trend, on the other hand. In terms of household 
status and relationship to head, the following types of persons increased 
more rapidly than the general population: primary individuals (80 per 
cent), children of head (41 per cent), and inmates of institutions (22 per 
cent). — Henry S. Shryock, Jr., U. S. Bureau of the Census. 


Results of the 1959 USSR Census 





The results of the 1959 U.S.S.R. population census suggest that 
official Soviet estimates of the middle 1950's were astonishingly accurate 
concerning the total, urban, and rural population, and the geographic dis- 
tribution of population. Urbanization processes contain few surprises 
for Western demographers, whether one considers the degree of urban 
change or the impact of urbanizationon fertility and mortality, between 
1939 (the date of the last Soviet census) and 1959. A central question 
raised by the new data, however, is: why has the rural population re- 
mained so large? 


The age-sex structure of Soviet population reflects both demo- 
graphic transition and the impact of calamities, especially the heavy 
losses of the Second World War. Fertility of both women and men is 
considerably below current United States levels. The ethnic structure 
of Soviet population has not appreciably changed in the intercensal peri- 
od; Great Russians comprise somewhat more thanhalf the total popula- 
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tion, and, together with the Ukrainians and Belorussians, the propor- 
tion of the three leading Slavic groups amounts to approximately three- 
quarters of the total population. 


Soviet data on labor force from the 1959 census raises as many 
questions as it answers, and for an understanding of this problem one 
must resort rather to current statistics and census data showing age- 
sex composition of the working-age population. In general, per-capita 
levels of educational attainment in the U.S.S.R. do not approach 1959 
rates in the United States. Apart from the 1959 census, the Soviet ''sta- 
tistical renaissance", begun in the mid 1950's, is continuing; about 40 
statistical volumes have beenpublished in1960 alone. However, the da- 
ta situation — as compared with the paucity of analytical studies in the 
U.S.S.R.— causes one to wonder if ever before so little has been done 
with so much. — Michael Roof, Library of Congress.

Figures 
for many countries are but rough approximations. Changing rates may in part reflect 
changing completeness of registration or enumeration. In many cases the rates are 
given by year of registration rather than by year of occurrence. For more information 
on the nature of the data than is giveninthe footnotes see publications cited as sources, 
particularly the Demographic Yearbook (including the first pages of the chapter of tech- 
nical notes).
